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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  for  the  year  with  Leo  St.  Amand. 
Chairman;  Edward  F.  Pytka,  Vice-Chairman  and  Raymond  F. 
Niles  as  Clerk. 


The  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  approved 
a  grant  of  $125,500  to  the  Town  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Works  Acceleration  Act,  Public  Law  345  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  Town  Administration  Building  and  Court 
House. 


At  a  special  meeting  held  on  August  10th,  at  the  new  Palmer 
High  School  Gymnasium,  by  a  ballot  vote  of  881  to  571,  the 
voters  approved  the  construction  of  a  Town  Administration 
Building  and  Court  House  on  town  property  at  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Sykes  Streets  in  Precinct  B. 


As  required  by  Chapter  779  of  the  Acts  of  1962,  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  classified  all  town  employees  and  officials  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  This  law  became  effective  May  1, 
1963. 


The  Board  classified  each  town  employee  or  official  as 
Special  or  Regular.  Special  employees  or  officials  cannot  trans- 
act any  business  with  their  own  departments  but  can  do  busi- 
ness with  other  departments  of  the  town.  Classified  Regular 
employees  or  officials  cannot  do  any  business  with  any  depart- 
ment of  the  town. 


As  a  result  of  this  statute,  one  elected  official  and  several 
Finance  Committee  members  tendered  their  resignations. 


The  Board  had  been  notified  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  that  the  final  bids  for  the  Three  Rivers  Flood  Control 
Project  had  exceeded  the  original  estimates.  The  Board  peti- 
tioned the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  to  increase  its 
participation  in  the  local  interest  costs  of  this  project.  The  Town 
is  very  grateful  to  the  General  Court  for  granting  the  town  addi- 
tional aid. 


A  special  town  meeting  was  also  held  on  this  matter  on 
December  2,  at  which  time  the  town  voted  to  accept  the  Com- 
monwealth's additional  participation,  and  also  appropriated  addi- 
tional moneys  to  get  this  vital  project  under  way.  The  U.S. 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  notified  the  Board  that  the  contract 
for  this  project  was  executed  on  December  31,  1963.  The  town 
will  pay  only  $367,500  toward  this  $2,000,000  project.  The  State 
will  contribute  $367,500  and  the  Federal  Government  $1,265,000. 
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It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  records  in  this  docu- 
ment the  death  of  Highway  Superintendent,  Mr.  Stanley  Wilk, 
on  September  18.  Mr.  Wilk  was  head  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment from  1952  to  1963.  During  his  tenure,  he  was  a  faithful 
and  economy-minded  servant  of  the  community. 

At  a  joint  meeting  with  the.  Board  of  Health,  Chester  Mar- 
helewicz  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  due  to  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Harry  Anton  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

We  could  not  conclude  this  report  without  expressing  our 
sincere  appreciation  to  all  town  departments,  agencies  and  citi- 
zens of  the  community,  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

Honorable  Ernest  E.  Hobson,  Justice  of  the  District 
Court  of  Eastern  Hampden  for  37  years  died  on  Decem- 
ber 12,  1963. 

Judge  Hobson  was  a  native  of  Palmer  and  served  as 
Town  Counsel  for  over  25  years.  He  formerly  represented 
this  area  in  the  General  Court  and  Senate  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  was  active  in  municipal 
affairs  not  only  of  the  Town  of  Palmer,  but  of  the  Fire 
Districts  with  the  Town  and  surrounding  Towns,  all  of 
which  he  represented  during  his  long  years  of  practice 
as  an  Attorney.  Judge  Hobson  had  been  an  active  At- 
torney practicing  in  Palmer  for  over  60  years  and  his  ex- 
cellent reputation  as  an  Attorney  and  a  Judge  was  wide- 
ly recognized. 

The  Town  has  lost  a  most  able  and  respected  citizen.

During  the  year,  the  Town  of  Palmer  lost  a  faithful 
servant  in  the  death  of  Stanley  G.  Wilk,  superintendent 
of  streets.  Over  a  long  span  of  service,  Mr.  Wilk  dis- 
tinguished himself  as  an  outstanding  official. 

He  conducted  his  work  in  a  humble  and  quiet  man- 
ner but  managed  to  give  the  town  excellent  service  and 
build  a  highway  system  which  was  the  envy  of  nearby 
towns  and  cities.  Not  only  did  the  citizens  of  the  town 
appreciate  the  results  of  the  late  Mr.  Wilk's  fine  work 
but  out  of  town  travelers,  in  every  season  of  the  year, 
were  loud  in  praise  of  the  condition  of  Palmer's  high- 
ways. 

The  late  superintendent  of  streets  has  left  a  monu- 
ment to  the  town.  He  has  established  a  pattern  of  effi- 
ciency and  hard  work  which  should  serve  as  a  future 
pattern  to  his  successors.

Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment: 


The  Army  Engineers  made  a  survey  in  the  Town  of  Palmer 
of  all  buildings  for  possible  fallout  shelters.  Only  four  concerns 
had  buildings  that  came  up  to  the  Government  Specifications  — 
Palmer  Savings  Bank,  469  North  Main  Street,  Palmer,  Mass. 


Bondsville  Realty,  Main  Street,  Bondsville,  Mass. 

Diamond  National  Corporation,  Church  Street,  Thorndike,  Mass. 

National  Folding  Box  Co.,  Church  Street,  Thorndike,  Mass. 

Shelter  licenses  were  obtained  through  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment so  shelter  supplies  could  be  obtained  from  the  Federal 
Government  free  of  charge  (a  two  weeks'  supply  for  each  per- 
son using  the  shelter  in  case  of  a  nuclear  attack,  consisting  of 
food,  water  containers,  sanitation  kits,  etc.)  Up  to  this  date  only 
supplies  for  the  Palmer  Savings  Bank  have  arrived. 

They  have  been  stockpiled  in  the  basement  of  the  Savings 
Bank.  Radiation  kits  are  included  in  the  supplies.  One  is  being 
loaned  to  the  Science  Class  at  the  Palmer  High  School.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
Town  of  Palmer  for  the  year  1963. 

This  department  responded  to  a  total  of  60  calls  during  the 
year: 

37  for  brush,  forest  fires,  and  dump. 

12  for  brush,  grass,  forest,  in  Palmer  Fire  District. 

9  for  house,  and  forest  under  Mutual  Aid  to  neighboring  towns. 

2  for  car  fires  in  town,  but  out  of  Fire  Districts. 

Hundreds  of  permits  were  again  issued  for  outside  fires. 

The  new  forest  fire  truck  has  proven  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
This  being  one  of  the  driest  years  on  record,  we  had  more  calls 
than  usual,  but  due  to  better  equipment,  and  fine  cooperation 
from  men  of  this  department  and  neighboring  districts  and  towns, 
we  managed  to  keep  the  fire  loss  and  cost  to  the  town  down  to 
a  minimum. 

I  would  like  to  thank  your  Honorable  Board,  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  others  for  the  cooperation  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.

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Report  of 
The  Palmer  Public  Library 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Palmer: 

The  year  1963  can  be  described  as  the  year  of  library  serv- 
ices in  the  Town  of  Palmer.  Throughout  the  nation  there  has 
been  a  re-awakening  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  improve  their 
library  services.  The  people  of  Palmer  are  no  different  in  this 
respect  and  are  insisting  on  a  program  of  improvement  of  its 
library  services. 

The  Trustees  recognized  this  early  in  1963  and  their  first 
step  was  to  call  for  a  survey  to  be  made  by  Mr.  John  A.  Hum- 
phry, Director,  The  City  Library,  Springfield,  Mass.  and  Mr. 
Franklin  P.  Taplin,  Director,  Western  Region  Public  Library 
System.  A  series  of  recommended  improvements  to  meet  the 
library  needs  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  were  implemented,  based 
on  the  survey  and  our  own  local  observations. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  up-dated;  new  members 
were  brought  into  the  library  association;  the  library's  name  was 
changed  to  "Palmer  Public  Library"  without  loss  of  corporate 
status;  Mrs.  Dean  was  promoted  from  Assistant  Librarian  to  Li- 
brarian; we  applied  for  and  obtained  State  Library  Aid  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  also  inl963  we  introduced 
Bookmobile  service  which  has  been  received  with  favorable  re- 
actions, providing  neighborhood  service  and  weekly  school  stops 
to  complement  the  reading  development  program  of  the  school 
curriculum.  The  Bookmobile  vehicle  was  purchased  and  presented 
as  a  gift  to  the  Palmer  Public  Library  by  The  Palmer  Rotary 
Club  as  a  community  service.  We  obtained  a  gift  of  $1000.,  to 
be  added  to  the  endowment  fund,  from  Roger,  Philip  and  Henry 
Holden,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  new  books 
for  the  library,  a  much  needed  item,  as  our  collection  needs  to 
be  updated.  Since  a  library's  stock  in  trade  is  books,  their  pur- 
chase is  our  most  important  job.  We  joined  the  Western  Public 
Library  System  which  is  a  network  of  libraries  intended  to  pro- 
vide residents  of  the  region  with  reference  and  research  library 
services,  inter  library  loans,  telephone  reference  service  and  pho- 
toduplications.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  type  of  service  to 
the  Town  of  Palmer  or  patrons  of  the  library.  These  changes 
have  increased  circulation  by  17.1%  over  1962. 

The  addition  to  the  High  School  is  evidence  of  the  significant 
strides  that  Palmer  is  making  to  improve  its  educational  pro- 
gram. School  library  service  is  being  provided  in  this  addition. 
We  all  recognize  the  fact  that  both  school  and  community  libra- 
ry services  are  needed  and  that  they  supplement  and  complement 
each  other.  Our  Public  Library  offers  children  the  opportunity 
to  select  materials  to  develop  reading  interests  as  well  as  supple- 
ment school  assignments  —  the  school  library  provides  a  book 
collection  and  service  which  supports  the  school's  program  of 
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instruction  and  introduces  boys  and  girls  to  books  and  reading. 
The  public  library  as  well  as  the  school  library  is  needed  because 
the  composition  of  the  book  collection  in  each  type  of  library 
differs  and  the  school  library  is  not  usually  open  late  afternoons, 
evenings  or  Saturdays,  the  very  times  the  students  need  library 
materials. 

The  Trustees  propose  to  make  the  following  improvements 
during  1964: 

1.  Increase  Bookmobile  hours  in  the  field  to  improve  the 
service  for  the  entire  town. 

2.  Expand  schedule  of  service  hours  at  the  main  library 
on  Central  Street  for  greater  convenience  to  the  public. 

3.  Rearrange  the  reading  rooms  and  stackroom  for  better 
advantage  to  the  public. 

4.  Continue  to  carefully  weed  out  old  books  and  replace 
with  current  useful  volumes. 

The  number  of  people  who  stand  ready  to  avail  themselves 
of  library  services  is  relatively  high  —  the  incidence  of  use  is 
still  below  that  of  what  we  feel  it  should  be  —  it  is  to  this 
end  the  Trustees  direct  their  efforts  in  closing  the  gap.  We  look 
forward  to  a  very  busy  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  police  department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

During  the  year  520  complaints  were  issued  against  401 
males  and  43  females.  There  were  11  delinquency  complaints 
issued  against  juveniles.  The  two  cruisers  covered  96,665  miles 
in  motor  patrols,  8  stolen  cars  were  recovered  and  329  sum- 
monses were  served  for  other  departments. 

Four  persons  were  killed  in  automobile  accidents,  and  of 
these  three  were  operators  of  motor  vehicles  and  one  was  a 
pedestrian.  In  115  automobile  accidents  60  persons  were  in- 
jured.  There  were  71  accidents  causing  property  damage. 

On  May  1,  1963  Robert  R.  Couture  was  appointed  a  regular 
patrolman,  making  a  total  complement  of  this  department  eleven 
men  including  eight  partolmen,  two  sergeants  and  the  Chief  of 
Police.  There  is  still  a  great  need  for  two  additional  patrolmen 
and  I  recommend  that  two  additional  men  be  appointed. 

December  12,  1963  the  town  was  saddened  by  the  death  of 
one  of  its  most  illustrious  citizens.  Judge  Ernest  E.  Hobson.  One 
of  the  places  where  his  loss  will  be  felt  most  deeply  is  in  this 
police  department.  In  spite  of  his  many  duties  Judge  Hobson 
always  had  time  to  answer  questions  put  to  him  by  any  police 
officer  and  from  his  vast  legal  knowledge  and  experience  he 
gave  invaluable  assistance  and  advice  to  those  of  us  with  whom 
he  was  associated.  He  was  an  example  of  the  very  best  kind  of 
public  servant  and  his  absence  will  be  felt  for  a  long  time. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  your  honorable  board  for  the 
cooperation  it  has  extended  to  me  during  the  year  and  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the  people  of  Palmer  who 
have  aided  the  department  in  any  way.

One  of  the  many  things  accomplished  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sion this  year  was  the  finishing  of  the  skating  rink  on  Three 
Rivers  Common.  The  rink  is  now  in  fine  condition  and  is  being 
enjoyed  by  the  citizens  of  Three  Rivers. 

The  dugouts  on  Legion  Field  had  to  be  removed.  Having 
rotted  away,  they  became  unsafe  for  children  who  might  sit  or 
walk  on  their  roofs.  These  dugouts  will  be  replaced  by  ground 
level  dugouts,  which  are  in  the  process  of  being  built  now. 

A  clean  up  was  made  of  the  many  dead  trees  on  the  Three 
Rivers  Common.  These  trees  created  a  hazardous  condition  for 
persons  using  this  park,  and  the  Park  Commission  saw  to  it 
that  these  trees  were  removed.  This  is  just  one  step  taken  by 
the  Commission  for  the  beautification  of  this  park. 

For  the  many  persons  who  enjoy  a  game  of  tennis,  two 
tennis  courts  have  been  added  to  the  parks  facilities.  These  two 
new  courts  are  located  on  the  east  side  of  Palmer  High  School, 
at  the  far  end  of  the  new  parking  lot. 

With  the  water  restored  back  to  Legion  Field,  and  after 
hours  of  hard  work,  it  was  finally  put  back  into  excellent  condi- 
tion. Many  compliments  were  received  from  out  of  towners  on 
how  well  kept  this  field  is. 

The  athletic  activity  on  Legion  Field  has  almost  doubled  in 
the  past  year.  These  fields  are  kept  in  constant  use  from  the 
spring  of  the  year  through  the  fall.  With  all  these  extra  activi- 
ties the  Park  Commission  was  forced  to  exceed  the  budget  allot- 
ted them. 

The  Commission  was  forced  to  go  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee and  get  an  additional  $1500  added  to  our  budget  to  finish 
the  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  people 
who  made  this  year  a  pleasant  and  enjoyable  one.  A  special 
thanks  is  sent  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  help  and  guidance 
throughout  the  past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Palmer: 

The  report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  past  calendar  year 
is  necessarily  short  and  uneventful. 

The  majority  of  those  present  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting  would  not  concur  that  Palmer  needs  either  a  Master  Plan 
Study  or  a  separate  Zoning  proposal,  and  by  a  94  to  90  vote 
refused  to  authorize  funds  for  either  purpose.  We  were  parti- 
cularly appreciative  of  the  support  accorded  us  by  the  Press  and 
by  numerous  organizations  in  the  community,  although  that  sup- 
port did  not  materialize  in  actual  votes. 

This  Board  is  desirous  of  serving  the  Town  to  the  best  of 
its  abihty,  but  actually  the  normal  mission  of  a  Planning  Board 
does  not  exist  in  Palmer. 

We  regret  the  resignation  of  Board  Secretary  Neil  M.  Mc- 
Donald.

The  Tree  Warden  for  1963

The  Tree  Department  from  January  1st,  1963  to  May  1st, 
1963  took  care  of  the  usual  number  of  calls  concerning  broken 
limbs,  dead  wood,  dead  trees,  limbs  on  roofs  and  antennas,  and 
raised  low  limbs  on  the  country  roads  which  were  interfering 
with  trucks  and  school  busses. 

There  were  two  storms  in  this  period  that  caused  consider- 
able damage  to  trees  from  broken  branches  and  limbs,  and 
trees  being  bent  over  on  country  roads. 

The  tree  department  planted  15  trees  in  the  various  villages 
where  requests  were  made  and  found  necessary. 

In  conjunction  with  the  highway  department  a  number  of 
stumps  were  removed  due  to  new  sidewalk  construction  and 
road  widening. 

On  May  1st  the  town  council  ruled  that  the  tree  warden  ;was 
in  a  conflict  of  interest  and  could  not  use  his  men  on  town 
work  anymore,  and  advised  the  tree  warden  to  hire  outside  men,, 
which  was  done  at  considerable  greater  cost  to  the  town. 

The  town's  trees  are  in  a  quite  favorable  condition  and  with 
reasonable  appropriation  the  department  can  function  in  its  nor- 
mal manner,

Gentlemen: 

Numerous  bills  dealing  with  the  veteran  population  as  a 
whole  were  stalled  in  Congress  and  only  a  few  proposals  were 
enacted  into  law  this  past  year.  Compensation  increases  were 
passed  for  two  groups  of  veterans  with  service-connected  deaf- 
ness and  total  loss  of  speech.  The  Military  Pay  Bill  passed  in 
the  fall  also  affected  the  rate  of  indemnity  compensation  to 
widows  and  children  of  veterans  whose  deaths  resulted  from 
military  service  and  a  separate  bill  authorizing  small  increases 
to  the  parents  of  such  deceased  veterans  was  also  approved. 
Action  on  the  reopening  of  G.I.  insurance  to  veterans  was  again 
held  up  in  the  House  and  failed  passage. 

Seventeen  deaths  were  recorded  among  the  veteran  popula- 
tion in  the  town  during  the  past  year.  A  total  of  16  servicemen 
completed  their  service  and  were  discharged  or  separated  from 
active  duty.  Pension  and  Compensation  claims  were  filed  by  14 
applicants  and  of  these,  10  were  approved  by  the  VA  represent- 
ing an  income  of  $6,053  for  the  year.  One  claim  was  denied,  one 
was  reinstated  and  three  are  awaiting  adjudication.  This  office 
has  recorded  966  personal  contacts  and  563  telephone  inquiries.

REMARKS 

As  of  January  1,  1964,  existing  legal  settlement  laws  under 
General  Relief  and  Old  Age  Assistance  have  been  abolished. 

This  means  that  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance case  resides,  is  responsible  for  the  local  share  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  costs,  after  Federal  and  State  shares  are  deducted. 
Previous  to  Jan.  1,  1964  the  city  or  town  of  legal  settlement  was 
responsible  for  the  local  share  of  Old  Age  Assistance  costs,  after 
Federal  and  State  shares  have  been  deducted. 

As  of  January  1,  1964,  costs  of  General  Relief  will  be  met 
by  the  town  wherein  the  case  resides,  (instead  of  legally  settled) 
with  a  20%  reimbursement  from  the  State  on  all  cases,  regardless 
of  settlement.

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Annual  School  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  my  second 
annual  report,  the  seventy-first  school  report  of  the  town. 

Philosophy 

The  Palmer  Public  Schools  have  been  noted  in  the  past  for 
providing  quality  education  for  every  pupil.  This  same  philoso- 
phy holds  at  the  present  time  and  is  projected  into  the  future. 
Sometimes  we  are  too  close  to  the  situation  to  realize  that  we 
have  a  fine  school  system.  This  favorable  position  is  due  to  the 
support  given  to  education  by  the  School  Committee,  our  many 
loyal  and  dedicated  teachers,  supervisors,  and  principals.  It  is  our 
hope  that  our  human  endeavors  will  continue  for  the  benefit  of 
this  community's  greatest  asset  —  our  young  people 

The  quality  of  a  school  depends  upon  what  is  in  the  hearts 
and  souls  of  its  teachers.  We  know  that,  in  order  to  have  an 
excellent  school  system,  we  must  have  the  sincere  cooperative 
efforts  of  the  individuals  who  are  directly  responsible  for  the 
education  of  our  youth.  It  is  imperative  that  we  strive  to  meet 
the  needs  of  ALL  children  and  youth  in  our  community. 

We  believe  that  the  reason  for  the  existence  of  our  educa- 
tion institution  is  to  provide  every  student  with  an  environment 
in  which  he  may  develop  emotionally,  ethically,  mentally,  physic- 
ally, socially,  and  spiritually.  To  this  end  we  share  this  function 
with  the  home,  the  church,  and  the  community  in  an  endeavor  to 
make  possible  the  discovery  of  each  student's  potentiality  by  the 
pupil  himself., 

The  year  1963  was  another  eventful  one  for  the  Palmer  Pub- 
lic Schools.  Our  elementary  program  is  progressing  very  well. 

Evaluations  of  our  present  programs  are  continuing.  More 
and  more  emphasis  is  placed  on  reading  skills,  techniques,  and  a 
developmental  reading  program.  The  mathematics  program  is  be- 
ing reviewed  with  an  eye  to  the  integrating  of  modern  mathe- 
matics. 

We  feel  there  is  more  to  be  done  in  the  area  of  coordina- 
tion and  correlation  between  our  elementary  schools  and  between 
the  elementary  schools  and  our  secondary  school.  The  addition  of 
an  elementary  supervisor  may  be  our  answer  in  this  area. 

Personnel  Changes 

Palmer  High  School  lost  two  dedicated  teachers  with  the 
passing  of  Miss  Helena  A.  Callahan  and  Mr.  Clarence  R.  Turner. 
Their  loss  will  be  felt  by  the  students,  faculty,  and  community 
for  many  years  to  come. 

Three  new  teachers  were  added  in  an  attempt  to  broaden 
our  education  base  in  the  fields  of  elementary  girls'  physical 
education,  elementary  music,  and  elementary  art.  For  the  first 
time,  supervisors  operated  completely  in  that  area.  The  new 
teachers  became  music,  art  and  girls'  physical  education  instruc- 
tors in  our  High  School. 
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In  addition,  a  teacher  was  added  on  both  the  elementary 
and  secondary  levels  to  take  care  of  increased  enrollments. 

Palmer  had  a  turnover  of  twelve  teachers  during  the  past 
year.  Other  than  deaths,  retirements,  and  one  exception,  none 
of  those  who  left  had  over  five  years  experience.  We  were  able 
to  replace  them  with  able,  conscientious  people.  We  can  hope 
that  their  sense  of  loyalty  and  dedication  will  enable  us  to  carry 
on  the  high  traditions  of  the  Palmer  School  System. 

High  School  Addition 

The  addition  to  the  High  School  has  been  completed,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  minor  deficiencies.  Our  High  School  is 
now  making  use  of  the  complete  facility.  Principal  Stanley  Re- 
miszewski  and  the  High  School  faculty  are  to  be  commended  for 
the  ease  with  which  they  integrated  the  new  addition. 

Library 

The  appropriation  by  the  town  of  $10,000  will  enable  us  to 
make  a  good  start  toward  purchasing  books  necessary  for  a  com- 
plete, up-to-date  modern  library.  We  hope  to  continue  the  pro- 
gram with  an  annual  budgetary  item  of  $2,400.  This  will  enable 
us  to  give  our  students  the  type  of  library  necessary  in  this 
modern  age  of  learning. 

Enrollments 

Our  enrollments  in  both  the  elementary  and  the  High  School 
are  still  on  the  increase.  It  is  expected  that,  with  the  High 
School  addition  and  with  the  reorganization  of  our  elementary 
schools  into  one  through  eight  neighborhood  schools,  and  the  use 
of  empty  rooms  in  Bondsville,  we  shall  not  have  a  major  problem 
for  the  next  few  years.  A  look  to  the  future,  however,  suggests 
that  a  continuing  School  Needs  Committee  be  established. 

Salaries 

Palmer  cannot  match,  nor  can  it  be  expected  to  match,  city 
salaries.  However,  great  care  should  be  exerted  to  be  certain 
that  our  salary  schedule  remains  as  high  as  that  of  surrounding 
communities  and  communities  our  size. 

The  salary  schedule  was  again  revised  to  maintain  a  position 
comparable  to  other  towns.  The  new  schedule  will  become  effec- 
tive in  September.  1964.

Progress  Report 

1.  The  new  experimental  reading  program  in  grade  one  has 
met  with  success. 

2.  Our  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  program  is  pro- 
gressing very  well. 

3.  N.D.E.A.  projects  continue  to  strengthen  our  programs  in 
guidance,  science,  mathematics,  and  modern  foreign  languages. 

4.  Our  new  elementary  program  in  physical  education,  mu- 
sic, and  art  is  proceeding  according  to  plan. 

5.  Grade  level  meetings  are  providing  in-service  training 
for  the  elementary  staff. 

6.  Hearing  and  vision  testing  is  being  done  on  a  regular 
basis. 

7.  Library  usage  is  being  increased  with  the  addition  of  new 
books  and  reference  materials. 

8.  Full  use  is  being  made  of  science  and  language  labora- 
tories. 

9.  New  textbooks  have  been  supplied  at  teacher  and  princi- 
pal request. 

10.  Teaching  aids  are  being  furnished  as  requested  by 
teachers  and  principals. 

Recommendations  for  the  Future 

1.  Employment  of  an  elementary  supervisor. 

2.  Study  and  plans  be  initiated  for  cafeteria  facilities  at 
Thorndike  Street,  Three  Rivers,  and  Bondsville  Schools. 

3.  Study  and  plans  be  initiated  for  the  renovation  of  class- 
rooms at  Bondsville  Grammar  School. 

4.  Establishment  of  department  heads  in  the  High  School. 

5.  Establishment  of  a  continuing  School  Needs  Committee. 

6.  Continuance  of  the  updating  of  furniture  and  repairs. 

7.  Study  and  plans  be  initiated  for  the  establishment  of  a 
regional  vocational  school  with  surrounding  communities. 

Budget 

The  1964  budget  represents  a  total  increase  of  $102,466  over 
last  year.  An  analysis  of  this  budget  shows  that,  in  the  main, 
the  increase  is  due  to  salaries,  the  addition  of  nine  new  teachers, 
insurance,  library  funds,  opening  of  new  rooms  with  needed  fur- 
niture, and  natural  increases  in  costs  of  textbooks  and  supplies 
brought  about  by  the  new  addition  and  increased  enrollment. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  School  Department  to  operate  the 
schools  as  efficiently  and  economically  as  possible  without  sacri- 
ficing any  necessary  educational  objectives. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, the  Highway  Department,  the  Police  Department,  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Park  Department,  all  other  town  officers, 
a  loyal  and  helpful  staff,  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  coopera- 
tive parents  and  friends,  community  organizations,  and  all  others 
who  have  given  the  School  Department  their  wholehearted  sup- 
port in  its  objective  to  provide  a  successful  school  program  for 
your  children.
